Tlio financial atnugency that com- 
menced three years ago in Canada has 
culminated in the failure of several 
banks in JNIontreal and of at leaat one 
bank in Quebec. The disasters have 
not been unexpected. For some time 
.4t'b^ been known that r.everal of the 
-o banics were struggling to meet their 
— . engagements while carrying the past- 
due paper of their customera from 
month to month in the vain hope of the 
dawn of better timea .But the utter 
prostration of trade and the hopeless 
vf C ^Uisoh'ency of many houses that were 
' •regardedasamongst the aiost substantial 
in the Dominion, has liastoned a catas- 
trophe wliich was delayed but could not 
be averted. The Consolidated Bank, of 
which Sir Fraxcis IIin-cks wa.s the 
moving spirit, had a capital of .'$•1,000,- 
000, It was, as its name implies, a 
consolidation of three or four banks 
whoso business had proved unprofitable, 
but who were yet regarded as solvent 
when their business was taken ovei-. A 
few weeks ago it was reported that the 
i . Consolidated was in diilicultics, and the 
■ manager, Mr. Renny, resigned. It has 
since been ascertained that the direc- 
tors' last report of the condition of the 
I A I' :bank was incorrect, and that commer- 
^ ' ■■• ■ cial paper rated in the report iis good 
was really worthless and known to be 
mic\\ by Sir Franx'is liixcKS and the 
■' late manager. Heuco the ]Topular feel- 
ing against the baronet and Mr. Rknn'y 
which, tilt- tclcgra]3h assorts, will take 
llie shape of a criminal prosecution. 

The .Sta'lacona I'ank, another ex- 
ploded concern, has its head oiHce at 
Quebec. Its capital was $1,000,000, 
of which §990,800 was paid up, The 
Exchange Bank of Canada, head office 
lit Montreal, had a capital of i?l,000,- 
000, ail paid-up. Tlie Villo ?*Iario 
Bank, also located at ^loutreal, had n 
paid-up capital of .S 1,000,000. Over- 
trading.speculation, extravagance, large 
sums of moiiey sunk in palatial resi- 
dences and bank-buildings and unpro- 
ductive town lots— property always 
difficult to convert into cash when times 
are hard and commercial men are 
catching at straws or Hying kites to 
sustain themselves — anda sudden fall in 
every description of merchandise. Such 
are the principal causes that have led 
to the panic at jMontroal, and the ruin 
of half-a-dozei^ banks, the collapse of 
which will pull down hundreds of busi- 
ness men. Even if the worst were now 
known and no more failures were to 
transpire (a condition that can .scarcely 
be hoped for), the loss of public conti- 
dence, the, unsettled state .9f business, 
.the" shrinkage' in values and the diffi- 
culty of raising money upon securities 
that under a better state of ailairs 
would be deemed ample, will cripple 
resources, retard business operations 
and delay a return of that nroiperity 
which for the tirst seven years subse- 
quent to Cotifederation vifas general. 
A season of financial distress in Jilasteru 
Canada has got to be.faced,lahd those 
who shall meet it most resolutely will 
recover earliest from its eflecta. All 
the weak sticks should be allowed to 
break now and the debris should be 
cleared away. If firms are unsound a 
frank statement and an early under 
standing with their creditors will be 
best for all concerned. Causes similar 
to those that have bi-oken up Montreal 
banks and business houses have operat- 
ed -as-dia!i8trously in the Eastern States, 
and are creating widespread distress 
throughout California. Canada, there- 
fore, is not singular in her misfortunes, 
which at worst are but temporary. A 
country with the splendid resources 
that the Dominion possesses cannot sink 
beneath the waves of adveraity that 
now assail her. Let us hope the re- 
cent startling events in Montreal will 
not tend to defeat the railway policy 
of the Dominion Government.

PACIFIC COAST. 
San Francisco, Aug. 7. — In con- 
nection with the affairs of Martin 
Taylor ft Co., the police state that on 
the arrival of McDonnell Brothers in 
this city from Canada, certain city 
banks received warning from the east 
to look out for them as tliey were be- 
lieved to bo brothers of McDonnell 
the English forger. 

San Fbanoisco, Aug. 7. — The Syndi- 
cate firm of Martin Taylor k Co., was 
attached this morning. No funds 
could be found in tho office or any- 
where else. This deliberate swindle, 
though exposed by tho Bulletin and 
Call, has succeeded in fooling old men 
and wotnen with more money than 
brains, out of at least a hundred thous- 
and dollars. To-day a lot of women 
are in the office demanding money. 

San Francisco, Aug. 7.— The Con- 
solidated Virginia and California Min- 
ing Companya have each declared a 
dividend of 60 cents per share. An as- 
sessment of $1 per share has been 
levied by the Justice Mining Company; 
also SI per share by the Alpha. 

San Francisco, Aug, 7. — Counter- 
feit $10 notes of the Farmers and

N. Y. , are afloat. They are an excell- 
ent imitation. 

The Post this evening says there was 
a great deal of excitement in Municipal 
circles this morning upon receipt cif the 
intelligence that Mayor Bryant was to 
bo arrested to-day on twenty charges 
of grand larceny growing out of the 
Dupont street transactions. It is al 
loged that Bryant fraudulently issued 
these warrants and that upon tliem 
money was obtained from tho City 
Treasurer and that therefore the oflencc 
of grand larceny was committed.

THE DARIEN CANAL. 
"Wasiiinoton, Aug. 7. — A thorough 
enquiry at the State Department and 
an interview with tho President this 
afternoon enables the authoritative 
statement tliat no action lias been taken 
and no correspondence held by the 
Government either with regard to the 
DeLessepa Canal schouie in its relation 
to our foreign i)olicy or with regard to 
further exploration of the isthmus by 
another Government expedition witli a 
view to the organization of an / meri- 
ean Canal Go. As far as tho DeLes- 
seps scheme is concerned both the 
President and Secretary of State are 
firmly convinced that no exigency is 
likely to arise which can cause disquiet- 
ude or make it necessary for the Go\ - 
ernmcnt to take steps for tlie i)rolec- 
tioii of American interests.

CANADA. 

MoNTiii-.\L, Aug. 8. ---The Ville 
Marie Bank has Buaponded. Liabili- 
ties on billbolders and depositors about 
.$700,000. There is a run on tho Hoche- 
laga Bank and the City and District 
Savings Bank. 

The excitement over the bank fail- 
ures is increasing as the people come 
to hear of the suspension of the Yillc 
iMarie Bank. Before the hour of com- 
mencing business this morning an im- 
mense crowd of billholders and deposi- 
tors collected and when the doors were 
opened n rush i\-as made to tho raying 
ieller's desk, xiftor a fmv moments' 
conference the officials deemed it wisest 
to suspend. Tho directors asseft that 
the bank is able to p.ay all its lialjilities 
■yv.ithin a reasonable length of tiiwe and 
have' considerable capital left for the 
shareholders. ■ The. capital stock is 
81,000,000 nearly all paid up. It has 
$300iddO worth of bills in circulation 



and 3700,000 on deposit— 8400,000 of 
this sum requiring notice before pa}'- 
mcnt. Notes under discount amount 
to §1,200,000; brokers arc offering 
from 75 to 80 cents for bills. The run 
upon the City and District Savings 
Bank increases and as the depositors 
nearly all belong to the working clas.ses, 
it is tho most serious that has yet 
taken place. Deposits aggi-egato three 
millions, and it is said that considering 
a run inevitable the directors had 
taken every precaution beforehand to 
be prepared for it, Tho general man- 
ager of the Bank of Montreal states 
that tho City and District Bank will 
have no difficulty in uieeting all de- 
mands. It is assorted on good authority 
that they have converted .securities to 
the extent of two millions and have 
that amount in the bank. There is 
also talk that tho gentlemen of the 
Seminary of St. SaLsfice have tendered 
assistance. The Hochelaga Bank being 
a small afl'air, with only a circulation 
of §11 0,000, occasions very little un- 
easiness whetlier it succumbs or not. 
A report was in circulation that the 
Banque do St. .Tean, of St. Johns, 
Quebec, was in trouble; but the direc- 
tors of that institution sav that it is 
all right. 

Qt'EBKc, Aug. 8. — Labor troubles 
have assumed an appearance of a war 
of race. Last night prominent English 
people in St. Roches and on Little 
River road were threatened by French 
Canadians and to-day they asked pro- 
tection from the civil authorities. 

Di HiiA.M, Aug. 8. — .Joseph Wigliteii 
and W. A. Richardson were killed and 
nine persons seriously injured by the 
falling of timbers at a Imrn-raising. 

RU.SSIA. 

Sicrajkvo, .\ug. 8. — A (ire broke out 
in the Latin quarter of this city and 
tho whole place is uow burning. The 
(ire threatens to assume terrible pro- 
portion.s. 

Sr.itA.iKVO, .Vug. 8, 10 p.m. - -At this 
hour the fire is still ragiug. It was 
cau.sed by an explo.sioii. The Catholic, 
Servian and Jewish districts and com- 
mercial quarters have been destroyed. 
One thousand buildings have been 
burned, including Catholic and Servian 
churches and 100,000 persons are made 
homeless. Damage enormous. 

Si:uA,ii:v(.)| Aug. 9. — The fire which 
broke out in this city j-esterday was ex- 
tinguished at 8 this morning after 
tremendous exertions by the garri.'ion. 
Three soldiers were killed. Some of 
the newspapers declare that the fire was 
caused by a Mohammedan fanatic. 

SPAIN. 

Madiiid, Aug. 9. — Full accounts of 
the accident to King Alphenso. on the 
the way from the Esourinl to Lagranja 
returning from the funeral of his ."is- 
ter Marie do Le Pilar shows that ho 
and the Princess of Asturins had an 
exceedingly narrow escape. The axles 
of the carriage broke while passing a 
precipice. The postillion contrived to 
swerve the vehicle to the opposite side 
of the road, thus avoiding tho fall by 
which tho whole partv must have been 
killed. 

SOUTH AFRICA, 

London, Aug. 8. — Some correspon- 
dents in South Africa appear to think 
that it is possible Cetewayo may defeat 
the natives sent against him, in which 
fveut all preutige gained by tiio success 
of the British forces at Ulundi would 
be lost. A military council will be 
held at Maritzburg, but it will pro- 
bably be little more than a matter of 
form. Seconceni in the aorth is not 
expected to submit without fighting. 
A column of 5,000 men is jn-oparingto 
march against him should ho conlinuo 
recalcitrant.

A 7oune Lady Shot too. her VeiAing 
Sa7*. 

A terrible andf^diatressing tragedy 
occurred in Edgirigton Township, Rock 
Island County, 111., recently, a brother 
planting a bullet in a beloved sister's 
templo and then Lalling dead by her 
side from another bullet sent by his 
own hand. The parties to the tragedy 
were Lee and Melinda J. Bobbins, the 
eldest son and daughter of a wealthy 
farmer named W. W. Bobbins. A few- 
weeks ago the young woman formed 
tho acquaintance of a young man nam- 
ed Thomas Richards, to whom she soon 
after became engaged, contrary to the 
wishes of her family, who, however, 
finally gave their unwilling consent to 
tho marriage, which was appointed for 
to-day. Tiie brother, Lee, who was 
deeply attached to his sister, was not 
advised of the intended marriage till 
this morning, and when he heard of it 
he swore it would not take place. Ho 
procured a revolver and wont out to 
hunt for Richards, but failed to find 
him. Disap])ointeil in this, ho return- 
ed homo and svcnt up to tho room in 
vrhich his sister was dressing for the 
wedding. SVhat pa.ssod between them 
is not known, but soon the family 
down stairs heard the report of a i)is- 
tol, quickly followed by another shot, 
and, rushing up stairs, Mr. Robbins 
fouiiil his two children lying in a pool 
of blood, the young lady dead, and the 
son miconscioils and dying. Both 
were shot in the forehead. In the 
ca.se of tho girl tho bullet 
passed through tho head, bee died in 
thirty minutes, without sj)pakiiig a 
word, and, as no papers wore left, tliis 
is i)robal)ly all that will ever be known 
of the tra''edv.

We hav^i been favored with Iho fullow- 
ing extract from a letter received yester- 
day froiri Hixon Creek, Cariboo. The 
writer says ; — 

"I forward yoii all tlicj iiuus 1 can from 
here. The prospects are, I think, without 
mistake, as bfightas they [lossibly cim be. 
Since you were up here 100-foot level has 
been run until it tapped the lodge, and 
from all that.can be stjon it is a veiitablu 
Bonanza. It is not opened out enough to 
lot us know hov.- extensive it is, but the 
men working say it surpns.ses anything 
they ever saw. The rock for about half 
the width of the ledge (the edge or bon- 
anza is from 10 to 12 feet thick" where in- 
tersected by the level) is greatly decom- 
posed and prospects from i^l to SI. 60 to 
the pan in gold, free from thnt in the 
hard rock ini.xed with the decomposed 
matter. The mill is finiiiliod ;md ready to 
crush, but aa tlioy have not power enough j 
to crush and hoist at the .smno time it 1ms i 
been decided to keep on for a few woek.s 
in running levels and getting the mine 
i-eady for sloping out before commencing I 
to crush. Shares have advanced to 2ric. 
antl 30c., but very few have changed 
hands. Every one wants to keep what 
lie has as it is expected that shares will 
be selling for 81. 00 in two or three months. 
Great oxortions slionld be made to facili- 
tate the removal of rooks in Cottonwood 
canyon, as their dioappearance will over- 
come a great many obstacles in the open- 
ing up of the Hixon Creek property.' 

Cl.o.si: OF TUi: .S.vl.mo.s Skaso.>'. -- 'I'lio 
run of Sockeye .sidiiion on Fia.ser River 
lias ceased with very iin.sati.si'actory iO- 
sults. The total pack thus far of all the 
cannories does not exceed 26,000 cases.

The 
unusual high stiigo of water was one cause 
of the scarcity of llah. Tlie rapidity of 
the. stream caused the fish to run near the 
banks and in the eddies, whore it was im- 
possibio for the nets to drift. There have 
been great numbers of lish at Yale and 
Harrison River— a proof tiiat they escap- 
ed the nets of the tjshermen. The jiro- 
prietor.s of canneries believe th.it they 
ought to be allowed to lisli in Harri- 
son llivor.

byterians, 8,000,000 Baptists and 7,- 
000,000 Congregational ists. 

Tho Popo'fl liberal policy is said to 
cause offenco to main' members of the 
Curia, who look ujioii his conce.s.sionH 
to Russia and tiern any and Switzer- 
land as indicating a grave ilt^parturo 
from the approved policy of Pius IX. 

The colored iiaptists of Alabama 
have sustained, r.t Selnia, during tho 
past year, a theological and norma! 
school with 2.12 student.s, and have not 
only kojit out of debt for current e.x- 
ponses, but liave paid §1,000 besides 
on the ])urchasp jirice of tho buildings 
and grounds. 

Tho Imperial iMuseuiii at Vienna has 
lately become possessed of some of the 
instruments used by Australian sav- 
ages to induce their gods to give them 
rain. Those are small lancet-shaped 
pieces of wood smeared witli red ochre 
and rudely engraved. They are used 
in mystical ceremonies, attended with 
ineantation.s. 

Mr. Spurgeon's congfegation has 
eighty colporteurs engaged in the work 
of the church, resulting in visits overy 
month to about 75,000 families. 

Dennis J. Oliver, of San Francisco, 
an Irish-American, has been given the 
title of Marquis by Pope Leo XUI. 
Mr. Oliver has been noted for his at- 
tachment and liberality to the Holy 
See, and was created a Count by Pius 
IX. The bull conferring the title of 
Marquii. declares that it shall bo here- 
ditary in Mr. Oliver's family, descend- 
ing to the eldest son. 

The Rev. Henry J. Munsion, of 
Worcester, Ma.ss., after preaching a 
.sermon on the holiness of niatriinoiiy, 
stepped down from the pulpit, said 
that he had been too long a widower, 
and requested I\Ii.ss ]\Iattie Enton to 
come forward. Miss Enton complied, 
and the clergyman, to the congrega- 
tion's astonishment, married himself to 
her after tho Quaker form, each vow- 
ing to bii faithful to the other. 

The Emperor of Germany, at a re- 
cent church festival in Berlin, said; 
"If there is an^'thing capable of acting 
as a stay to us in the life and turmoil 
of the present time, it is the support 
alone to be found in Jesus Christ. 
Let not yourselves, therefore, be misled 
gentlemen, by the tendencies prevail- 
ing in the world, ospncially in oui' 
days; and do not join the great multi- 
tude who entirely leave the Bible out 
of account as the only source of truth, 
or falsely interpret it in their own 
sense." 

Five Baptist pastors of St. Louis 
publish a protest against the fraterniza- 
tion of .Jew and Christian. Tlie moot- 
ing house of the Rev. Dr. Boyd'.s Ba|)- 
tist church was destroyed by lire. 
Rabbi Sonncschein offered the use of 
his synagogue on Sundays. Dr. Boyd 
accepted, and invited Dr. .Sonncschcin 
to unite in the scrvice.s. The Rabbi 
accepted tho invitation, olVered a de- 
vout prayoi', and the choir sang He- 
brew and Christian hymns alternately. 
Five of the eight J3aptist ministers of 
St. Louis regarded tho course of Dr. 
Boyd as rank heies.'. They declared 
that "such an act of joint religious ser- 
vice could not but have been displeas- 
ing to God, howovor plausible, popular, 
sentimental, or enjoyalde to mistaken 
human beings."

The romantic vicissitudes of the early 
life of the Conntess Solange de Kramer 
have once more become tho talk of tho 
Paris salons, and they are, indeed, so 
extraordinary that, used as materials 
for a novel, thoy would spoil the book 
by their lack of verisimilitude. One 
night, in 1801, a little girl about ten 
years old was deposited in the drawer 
of the foundling a.sylum at Brest. She 
was dressed with much finery, and a 
note attached to her skirts, told that 
her name was Solange, ^nd that she 
would be reclaimed by her father. The 
claim 'was never made, however, and 
in due time the child was transferred 
to the orphan asylum, to be educated 
there. As she grow up, .she developed 
a most extraordinary beauty, but her 
intellect appeared to be very weak, and 
she .surt'ercd from frequent tits. When 
she was twelve years old she was sent 
out into the streets to sell flowers, and 
her beauty and modesty attracted 
many pcopl(.''s good will, but .sho grew 
weaker and weaker, and at length she 
died. According to French custom 
she was buried in an open casket, and 
as it was winter and tho .soil was 
frozen, sho was laid into the grave 
only covered with n thin layer of sand. 
During the night she awoke and push- 
ing the sand away she crept out from 
this grave. Not exactly understanding 
what had taken ])lace, she was not so 
very much frightened, but in crossing 
the' glacis between tho cemetery and 
the fortifications, sho was suddenly 
stopped by tho outcry, "Qui vive," and 
as she did not answer, the sentinel fired, 
and she fell to the ground. Brought 
into tho guard-house, her wound was 
found to be slight, and she soon re- 
covered, but her singular history, and 
al.so her groat beauty had made so 
deep an impression on a young lieu- 
tenant of the garrison (Kramer) that 
he determined to bo her protector, and 
sent her to one of the most fasliionabli? 
educational cstablishnieuts in Paris. 
During the next few years Kramer was 
tossed about by the war, but when in 
1818 he returned to Paris, ho found 
Solange a full-grown womnn, not only 
beautiful, but accomplished and spirit- 
ed, with no more trace of intellectual 
weakness or nervous tits. He married 
her, and for several years the couple 
lived happily in Paris. Meanwhile, 
investigations were made concerning 
tho cirl left, in 1801, in the Foundling 
Hospital at Brest, and as these inves- 
tigations were made by the Swedish 
ambassador, and in a somewhat official 
manner, they attracted some attention. 
Capt. Kramer heard about tho affair, 
and sent a note to the ambassador 
and, a month later on the arabsssador 
came in state to bring Mine. Kramer a 
formal acknowledgment from her 
father, tho former Gen. Bcrnadotte, 
the present king Charles XIV. of Swed- 
en. Capt. Kramer and his wife went 
immediately to -Stockholm; they were 
enobled, etc., and their son has just 
now been appointed attach^ to the 
Swedish Legation at Paris. 

Eovr Lord Srouebam TlaoA to Svoar. 

Wo were onco talking about the 
profanity of a very distinguished Amer- 
ican statesman, not now living. Mr. 
Sumner (who never swore himself) 
said : — "Well, 1 have heard him swear 
severely ; but, as a rule, nobody swears 
in my presence. The greatest mortifi- 
cation I over received in my life, in 
this way, was when I was at breakfast 
abroad, ^vith Lord Brougham. We had 
sat down at tho breakfast-tablo when 
some body brought a newspaper to 
Lord Brougham. It contained a per- 
sonal attack upon him. The arti- 
cle was marked, and he read ?t through. 
When ho had completed it, he began a 
volley of the most scatiiing oaths that 
I ever heard full from the lijjs of man. 
There was no limit to the curses ho 
rained ujton tho head of the author of 
this piece. I was shocked and stricken 
dumb, ' said Mr, Sumner. "The other 
occupant of the table except Lord 
Brougham and myself was Brougham's 
mother. Sho sat at tbe head, opposite 
her son, a venerable and courtly lady, 
with an elegance and grace of manner 
that 1 nover saw excelled. 1 dared 
not look at her for some moments, but 
when T ventured to turn my eyes in 
that direction I found that not a mus- 
cle of her face was moved. She was as 
calmly unconscious of what her son 
was saying as if ho were talking in 
Arabic. Tho breeze soon blew over, 
and wc had a very enjoyable break- 
fast. - Hartford Courant.

Soeid anA FoUtlcal, Fosition of 
. i , - ' Womonl 

A "drawing-room meeting," for the 
purpose of discu.ssing the social and 
political position of women, was held 
on Monday afternoooii at 1, Hyde 
Park -gardens, the residence of Mrs. T. 
Taylor. The meeting was numerously 
attended hy an interested audience, 
among whose members was the Chinese 
Ambassador. The Right lion. J. Stans- 
fiold, M. P., who was in the chair, in- 
troduced as the first speaker .Miss 
Downing, who briefly enumerated the 
reasons of the Women's Suffrage As- 
sociation for demanding the franchise 
for her so.x, and touched in the course 
of her .speech on tho Married Women's 
Property Bill, and the law in regard to 
the custody of children, ^h: Avery 
ilolines replied in an able speech, ad- 
mitting tho truth of some of tho first 
speaker's remarks, but denying that 
the franchise would bo the remedy for 
the faults of the statute book. He own- 
ed it was an anomaly that a highly 
educated woman with a stake in the 
country should be without a vote, while 
many uneducated men pos.'sessed one ; 
but stated there must be anomalies in 
everything, and the remedy for them 
was not always amimtation. He pro- 
tested against tbe loaders of this move- 
ment considering women as a cla.ss 
with separate interests from those of 
men. Miss Beecher, who spoke next, 
in a forcible manner objected to the 
argument used by Mr. Holmes of the 
thin edge of tho wedge. If the thiu 
edge of the wedge were a good thing, 
why, then, should they fear the thick 
end ? As to tho anomalies .spoken 
of by Mr Holmes, tho friends of wo- 
man's suffrage did not propose amputa- 
tion as the remedy ; that would bo de- 
priving the uneducated man of his vote; 
they wished to confer it on tlie educat 
ed womaji as well. The Rev. Brooke 
Lambert spoke next in fovor of the 
movement, and was followed by the 
Rev. Mr Whiston, who objected to it, 
on the ground that it would tend to 
rob women of their charm, and quoted 
Milton apropos of Adam and Eve. 
Miss Caroline Biggs answered in an 
amusing speech, and reminded Mr 
Wliiston that there was another line 
of Milton on the subject of Eve's edu- 
cation. Major Baker, Mr Hunt,Mr J. 
Gow, and Dr. Lane, likewise addressed 
the meeting; and the latter gentleman 
moved a vote of thanks to tho chair- 
man for his excellent and eloquent 
speech, and tho a'jlo manner in which 
he had fulfilled his duties. Miss Mac- 
laren seconded the vote, and, after a 
show of hands, tbe proceedings termin- 
ated.— ^Ac Qiuen, May 17, 1879.

MIWIOIPAL BYLAW. 

.•1 Jiijlaio to prohibit tjie erection of U'oodeii 
jBuildings within cniain Fire Limih 
■•" I within uie City hf Victoria i 

h That snch part of tne City boimdeil 
on tho North by Jolinsoii .street, mi the 
South by Fort street, on the East by 
Broail street and on tlie West by tlie 
Water Frontage be liercby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
TIte centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall bo limits re- 
ferred to .ibove. 

All Buildiiiys hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Lhiuts shall have their outside 
Walls and p.irty Walls made of Brick, 
.Stone or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall Plitto of Roof, and ^rty Walls 
shall also extend to same height above 
Wall Plato of Koof. Roofs shall be cov- 
ered with .such material as will atlbrd pro- 
tection again.st Fire .and the Walla shall 
be so con.strncted as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and complotuly of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
/roni all and everj- part of the interior and 
exterior of any adjoining Builcling. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Tioof must be 
covered with such material lus will atlbrd 
jiroteclioii again.st Fire. In tho case of 
Gables the Walls are to be carried up to 
the full height of tho Apes of said Roof. 
Tlie term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Coal, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

All Repairs to Buildin{js constructed 
of brick, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall bo made to conform to 
this Ordinance, 

4 Tho Wooden Building 'nritlun the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written porinission of 
tlie Oiiief Engineer of the A'ictoria Fire 
Departmont, approved by a majority of 
tho Firo Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully the alterations or cliangoa re- 
quired, and no such permit shall be given 
if any increase will be made l^^.the pro- 
posed change or alteration in tlie size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if sucli repairs or alterations 
will increase tho v.aluo of such building 
more than Twenty-five per cent. Tho ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permit.i shall be kept on file in tho 
office of tho City Clerk. 

0. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall be removed except to a por- 
tion of tho same lot on which it «tands or 
to a point outside tho Firo Limits. 

C. Whenever any building shall be by 
any -means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a daa* 
gerous nuisance, or when any Wooden 
Building within tho said Firo Limits shall, 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, bo 
damaged by fire to tho extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon tho 
owner or person having control thereof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
the same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ton days 
after receiving tlio same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Stmy Bui7<ii)i(/.s— Foundations 
to bo notleas than eighteen inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in tho hard clay or gravel, as tho case may 
bo, brick walls to be not leas than twelve 
inches thick. Two Storij DHilJinga— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in the hard clay or gravel, as 
the case may be. BTjfck jroJ/a— Ground 
floor to be not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twelve 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of tho provisions of this Bylaw shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,' and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
loss tlian ten or more than ono hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo doomed 
a now oll'onco and punished accordingly. 

9. The Chief Engineer of the Victoria 
Firo Department and the Fire Wardens 
are required to see that tlie provisions of 
this Bylaw are enforced and to make' com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw m.ay be cited for all 
purposes as " The Bjdaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of Wooden Buildings, 1879._ '

ABijlimlo Amend tlie Victoria i2«veui(« 
liijlaw, lS7fl. 
Tlie Schedule A amended to the Bylaw 
entitled " Tlio Victoria Rovcniio Bylaw, 
1879," is hereby amended by tho addition 
of tho following words, which ihall be 
read with and form part of the Schedule 
referred to in the said Bylaw:
